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THE  ATHLETIC  COUNCIL 

"Winnie  Strickler. 

January  tenth  a  meeting  Avas  called  of  all  people  interested  in  athletics 
by  Mr.  Jeffrey  to  decide  whether  athletics  should  be  continued  in  Goshen  High 
School.  On  account  of  the  deplorable  financial  conditions  of  tlie  Athletic 
Association  it  was  thought  necessary,  unless  immediate  action  coukl  be  taken, 
to  be  the  fii-st  high  scliool  in  Nortlievn  Indiana  to  abandon  athletics. 
About  fifty  enthusiastic  people  attended  this  meeting  and  decided  to  make 
one  I'ousing  attempt  to  ])ay  the  debt  of  neai^ly  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars, 
and  continue  atlileties  in  this  school.  In  order  that  this  might  be  done  most 
efficiently,  a  Student  Council  was  organized  composed  of  three  persons  fi'om 
tlie  Senior  and  Junior  classes,  and  two  from  the  Sophomore  and  Freshman 
classes. 

The  next  day  tlu^  following  i)eople  were  elected  to  represent  their  respec- 
tive classes:  Seniors,  Walter  Kester,  William  Latta,  and  Winnie  Strickler; 
.iuniors,  John  Landis,  Ilai'old  Swanberg,  and  Naoma  Waltner;  Sophomore, 
Uo])ert  Weaver  aiul  John  Hawks;  Freshman,  Earl  l^>lough  and  Ralph  Snyder. 
Later  tlie  Freshmen  elected  Eva  Baker  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  ])y  the 
I'esiguation    of  Ralph   Snyder. 

'I'iiese  t(>n  ])eoi)le  held  their  fii'st  meeting  Janiuiiw  twelfth.  A  constitution 
was  adopted.  It  was  decided  that  this  student  gi'oup  should  be  known  as  the 
Allilclic  ("ouncil.  'I'lu^  i'ollowing  officers  wei'e  then  elected:  Pi-esident.  Walter 
Kesler;  Vice-Pi'esidenl.  Willinm  Latta:  Seeretni'v,  Xaoma  Waltner;  Treas- 
us(M',  Winnie  Strickler. 
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The  Council  at  once  turned  all  its  efforts  toward  finding  means  to  pay 
the  debt.  From  the  several  "ways  and  means"  suggested  it  was  decided  to 
give  a  concert  composed  of  High  School,  alumni  and  students,  in  the  Higli 
School  Auditorium,  February  fifteenth.  This  concert  was  a  success  in  every 
way,  and,  as  a  direct  result,  nearly  one  luuidred  dollars  Avas  deposited  in  the 
treasury.     With  the  money  about  three-fourths  of  tlie  debt  was  jiaid. 

The  Council's  attention  was  next  placed  upon  making  the  big  game  of 
the  basket-ball  season,  Elkhart,  a  success,  financially  and  otherwise,  and — 
well,  we  will  never  forget  our  victory.  With  the  money  obtained  from  this 
game  the  remaining  debt  was  paid  and  about  forty  dollars  was  left  in  the 
treasury. 

March  twenty-seventh,  Walter  Kester,  as  President  of  the  Council,  pre- 
sented nineteen  G's  to  the  football  and  basket-ball  men. 

As  an  incentive  for  good  Avork  in  the  inter-class  track  meet,  the  Council 
offered  a  trophy  to  the  winning  team.     The  trophy  was  Avon  by  the  Seniors. 

The  loyal  support  Avhich  the  school  has  extended  to  the  Council  plus  the 
energetic  work  of  the  Council  itself  has  resulted  in  AA'inning  athletic  victories 
and  in  placing  athletics  on  a  firm  financial  basis.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
organization  will  be  maintained  during  the  folloAving  years.

J.  M.  STUTZ,  Left  Halfback. 
Capt.  Stutz  came  to  the  rescue  when  the  material  for  the  backfield  was 
short  and  played  halfback  the  major  part  of  the  season.  Possessed  of  a 
wealth  of  fight,  dogged  determination  and  experience,  combined  with  a  jovial 
spirit,  he  made  an  ideal  leader.  Although  severely  injured  in  both  the  Mish- 
awaka  and  Elkhart  games  he  was  too  gritty  to  leave  the  field  until  force  pre- 
sented itself.  Joe  with  his  three  years  of  gridiron  work  will  be  a  strong  link 
in  the   eleven  next  season. 

J.  D.  LANDIS,  Right  Halfback. 
With  the  same  consistancy  and  fight  so  characteristic  of  his  playing, 
Landis  played  the  position  of  right  halfback.  He  played  well  in  every  game 
with  the  exception  of  the  second  (luarter  of  the  Elkbart  game.  His  forward 
passing  in  both  the  Mishawaka  and  South  Bend  games  brought  the  "pigskin", 
within  scoring  distance.  John  was  the  hardest  tackier  on  this  season's  S(iuad. 
He  has  another  year  on  the  field  and  great  things  are  expected  of  him. 

J.  E.  GUNTHER,  Fullback. 
When  a  vacancy  appeared  in  the  fullback  position  last  season ;  Gunther 
made  a  "grand  leap"  and  landed  in  its  midst.  He  possessed  the  fight  and 
aggressiveness  so  necessary  to  a  backfield  man.  He  made  creditable  gains 
when  called  upon.  Without  a  doubt  he  was  the  star  in  the  South  Bend  game, 
making  a  ninety  yard  run  from  a  kick-otf.  At  the  close  of  the  season  he  was 
honored  by  being  placed  in  the  fullback  position  on  the  Northern  Indiana 
team.  This  was  his  first  year  on  the  varsity  and  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  he 
will  be  lost  by  graduation  this  year. 

WILLIAM  LATTA,  Quarterback. 
"Bill"  had  the  exact  size  to  fill  the  (luarterback  position  to  perfection. 
He  was  a  good  thinker  and  a  steady  player,  knowing  what  play  to  use  at  the 
right  time.     Due  to  quickness  in  thinking  out  plays  he  called  a  drop  kick 
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in  the  last  thirty  seconds  of  play  in  the  South  Bend  game,  Avhen  we  were 
within  30  yards  of  South  Bend's  goal,  thus  giving  us  the  needed  points  to 
l-teep  us  from  being  "whitewashed".     Next  year  this  position  will  be  vacant. 

n.  SWANBERG,  Right  End. 
Harold,  the  captain-elect,  is  a  valuable  end,  both  on  defensive  and 
offensive  work  and  an  expert  at  handling  the  forward  pass.  He  played 
regularly  during  the  present  season  and  at  the  close  was  elected  captain  of 
the  1917  Crimson  and  White  Eleven.  Very  seldom  did  an  opponent  get 
through  his  end  of  the  line  with  the  ball.  He  was  the  surest  tackier  on  the 
team.  His  work  at  the  wing  position  is  expected  to  be  a  little  short  of  sen- 
sational next   year. 

T.  LAMB,  Right  Tackle. 
With  the  graduating  of  Pease,  holder  of  the  right  tackle  position  a 
vacancy  was  caused  which  was  filled  admirably  by  one  of  the  hard  scrappers 
on  the  team.  "Sheep"  played  in  every  game  and  displayed  his  Avorth  in 
every  one.  His  offensive  work  was  of  high  order  and  a  better  all-round 
tackier  was  hard  to  find.

D.  WITHER,  Right  Guard. 
Witmer's  weight  combined  with  his  fight  and  aggressiveness  made  him 
a  valuable  linesman.     He  played  in  every  game  of  the  season  and  withstood 
all  the  knocks  and  bruises  without  a  murmur.     With  another  year's  experi- 
ence he  should  be  one  of  Goshen's  most  dependable  forwards. 

J.  R.  PIATT,  Center. 
John  filled  the  pivot  position,  with  but  few  sMfts  all  season.  His  ac- 
curacy in  sending  a  spiral  to  the  quarterback  was  especially  noticeable.  He 
was  good  on  the  offensive  and  played  with  steadiness  and  consistency.  He 
was  another  one  of  those  gritty  players  who  refused  to  yield  iintil  force 
presented  itself.  The  graduation  of  Piatt  Avill  leave  a  big  hole  in  the  team 
and  all  regret  that  his  gridiron  days  are  over. 

L.  BROWN,  Left  Guard.

From  then  on  he  held  his  posi- 
tion at  guard  regularly  during  the  whole  season.     This  was  his  first  season

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p.  PRICE,  Left  Tackle. 
Aithough  playing  his  first  year  on  the  varsity,  Porter  made  good  at 
once  and  played  regularly  at  right  tackle.  Although  only  a  Sophomore,  he 
had  plenty  of  weight  and  lots  of  fight  and  spirit.  He  was  a  good  player  and 
will  develop  into  some  football  player  before  graduating.  He  has  several 
years  yet  to  play  and  is  bound  to  improve. 

K  ULERY,  Left  End. 
"Boo"  came  into  the  football  "scenario"  when  he  played  in  our  first 
oflficial  game.  Although  he  weighed  around  100  pounds  he  had  the  fight 
and  spirit  to  run  up  against  players  almost  twice  his  weight.  This  was 
shown  in  the  South  Bend  game  when  he  tackled  the  South  Bend  players  that 
came  around  his  end  with  the  ball.  His  end  running  was  exceptionally 
good.  While  practicing  in  preparation  for  the  Elkhart  game  he  had  the 
misfortune  of  breaking  his  collar  bone.  Nevertheless,  he  has  several  years 
yet  in  which  he  may  star. 

C.  SNOKE,  Quarterback. 
Snoke  played  his  first  season  on  the  Criimson  and  White  eleven.  Al- 
though only  a  sub.  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  when  he  was  given  a  chance 
he  held  down  a  position  regularly,  sometimes  that  of  quarterback  as  in  the 
Elkhart  game,  and  sometimes  that  of  right  end  as  in  the  South  Bend  game. 
He  is  one  of  those  likely  candidates  for  one  of  the  wing  positions  on  the  1917 
varsity.

1917  Track 

Without  a  (l<)ii))t  Go.slicn  luis  finished  one  of  tlie  most  successful  track 
seasons  she  lias  ever  witnessed.  Elkhart  was  defeated  55  to  44  in  the  dual 
meet.  In  the  ((uadrangular  meet  l)etween  South  I>end,  Mishawaka,  Elkhart 
and  Goshen,  we  placed  second  with  a  total  of  twenty-two  points.  In  the 
Northei-n  Indiaiui  Track  and  F'ield  meet  held  at  Gary,  May  19,  Goshen  High 
School  took  third  honors  wiith  eighteen  points,  which  were  won  by  a  two-man 
team,    Rolii'ei'   and   Lohrei. 
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Rohrer  established  a  new  Northern  Indiana  100-yard  record  by  running 
the  dash  in  9  4-5  seconds. 

Manual  Training  of  Indianapolis  won  the  fourteenth  annual  track  and 
field  meet  held  under  the  ausplices  of  the  Indiana  High  Sciiool  Athletic  Associa- 
tion at  Lafayette,  Saturday,  May  26.  Manual's  total  was  14  points,  Rochester 
and  Goshen  tied  for  second,  each  team  making  ten  points.  North  Salem  and 
Lebanon  tied  for  third  with  6  points. 

Despite  the  heavy  track  and  field,  six  new  marks  were  establlished.  Gar- 
ten, captain  of  the  Manual  team,  was  the  individual  star,  making  11  points. 
He  finished  first  in  the  high  hurdles  and  pole  vault  and  third  in  the  broad 
jump.  Rohrer  of  Goshen  made  ten  points.  He  won  first  place  in  the  100  and 
220-yard  dashes,  and  only  needed  to  run  in  10  2-5  and  24  1-5  to  win.

Wireless  Station  Closed 

A  little  over  two  years  ago  several  boys  in  High  School  became  interested 
in  wireless  work.  For  more  than  six  months  they  worked  with  the  rude  appara- 
tus, for  such  it  was,  before  they  could  read  even  the  simplest  messages. 
Gradually  the  aerial  was  improved  to  such  a  great  extent  tliat  tlu^  boys  Avere 
able  to  receive  messages  for  a  range  of  800  to  900  miles.

This  wireless  station,  which  was  merely  the  result  of  the  in(|uisitiveness  of 
a  few  boys  has  proved  to  be  one  of  the  best  high  school  radio  stations  in 
this  part  of  the  country.  It  was,  therefore  rather  disappointing  when  this 
promising  station  was  closed  at  the  command  of  the  government,  but  because 
of  its  efficiency  we  may  sometime  in  the  future,  be  proud  to  know  that  it  is 
aiding  our  government.

During  the  year  the  Orchestra  has  furnished  the  music  for  several  public 
occasions  and  has  received  very  favorable  recognition.  A  public  concert, 
given  by  the  Orchestra  at  the  High  School  on  May  18  was  a  great  success  in 
every  way.
